RESTRICTION. ISSUE. : 


London, Mar. 26. 

According to the Financial Timea 
correspondent at Amsterdam, the 
question of rubber restriction .ap- 
pears to be again in the balance. 

A mecting of the Dutch Rubber 
Committee was held yesterday to 
ascertain the position created by 
the fact that the restriction -pro- 
posals submitted by the Committee 
to the Dutch Colonial Minister brad 
‘not met with the approval of all the 
members of the Committee. 

It is understood that in the 
course of the meeting, representa- 
tives of the Amsterdam Rubber 
Company, the International Credit 
and Trading Company of Rotter- 
dam, Messrs, Crone. of Amsterdam

dam Trading Corporation, notified 
the Committee that they would 
strongly “protest agninat any 
Government Interference. - 

They had decided, they stated, to 
refrain from further co-operation 
in regurd to restriction.

GIFT TO NANKING. 
SEMINARY. 


PLANS FOR EMPLOYMENT 
MADE AHEAD. 


A RECORD FOR CHINA. 


Nahking, Mar. 26. - 

The bequest of $12,000,000 made 
by Miss Elle Wondel to the 
Methodist Theological Seminary at 
Nanking i5 the largest sum ‘left to 
any Iinstitutfon in China, 

The officials of the Seminary 
were not taken completely by sur- 
prise, for, nlthough the bequest 
was never certain, they had Jong 
believed that it was coming ‘and 
had mapped out plans for {ts ap- 
plication. 

These, which will now probably 
materiallse, call for the promoting 
of ‘religious and theological educa- 
tlon in China, the spreading of 
Christian literature, and the train- 
ing of Sino-forelgn ministers. 

The Seminary proposes to build 
a large central institution, 

It is noteworthy that the Semi- 
nury buildings were looted and de- 
stroyed during the Nanking Inci- 
dent of 1927. There were then 
two hundred students. Now there 
are only forty. 

The testator was over ninety 
years of age and was- described as 
the richest and lonclicat woman in 
the world.

Speaking on what he considored 
important and essential facts, Dr. 
Li prefaced hie lecture with a re- 
mark, that a Chinese journal in an 
articlo which he had read, declared 
that medical graduates of the 
University of Hongkong wero 
either ships’ surgeons or general 
practitioners.. Toa cortain extent 
{t could not be denied that that 
statement” was truo,- There was 
practically no opening to a 
graduate of the local University 
but the lecturer hoped that the day 
would come when financial support 
would be firmer ard graduntes bo 
encouraged to-stay for further 


studicg in various dopartments of 
medical acience. 
Under the present circumstances 


n graduate of ‘the Hongkong 
University ‘was obliged to seck 
elsewhere for knowledge if he 
desired to go into any of the 
specialities of medicine. On 
coming to the question 28 to whe- 
ther it was advisable to -follow 
the atudy of one of the special 
aubjects at once after gradua- 
tion, Dr. Li said that specialfsation 
without o- sound general clinical 
training was gencrally considered 
unwise and this tendency particu- 
larly in America was responsible 
for many of the unsuccessful re- 
sults, This was one of the most 
important reasons for . the 
establishment of clinics.

success. It wan graced with the 
presence .of*Lady Peel, and ac- 
companying her was.Capt, Colt- 
man. Tho guests wero rocuived by 
R.M.S. Norman and Mrs, Norman. 


The General OMcer Command- 
ing (H.E. Mnj.-Gen. J. W. Sandi- 
lands) together with Capt. Camc- 
ron. (A.D.C.) were also numbered 
amongst the gueste, but owing 
to a previous engagement, His 
Excellency’ the Governor (Sir 
wien Peel) was unnble to at- 
tend. 


An Attractive Scene. , 


The interfor of the City fnll 
presented a gay and attractive 
scene. From the entrance, national 
flags and bunting draped tho 
walls, and in the two ballrooms, 
similar embtema wore effectively 
displayed. Bunting and multi- 
coloured streamers Were suspend- 
ed across the ceilings, whilst on 
the verandahs, the gay emblems 
of many nations completed a 
colourful scene. : 


Leading off from the two ball- 
rooms was a lounge, whilst the 
yerandnhs proved popular sources 
of réndezvous during =the, in- 
tervals. These wtye laid‘ out 
with comfortable . chairs and 
acttees, whilst two bars supplied 
tho needs for light refreshments. 

The regiment's silver attracted 
much admiration, particularly the 
centre plece which took the form 
of monumentive piece of work to 
the Duke of Marlborough, who 
was the first Colonel of the Regi- 
ment.
